The  Loyola  Men’s  Soccer  team  began  the  season  with  a 
bias.  Surpassing  teams  from  rival  schools  including  Fairfield 
and  Marist,  a pre-season  coaches’  poll  voted  Loyola  as  the 
favorite  team  in  the  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference.  As 
a result,  there  were  high  expectations  for  the  team.  In  a news 
release  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  Coach  Mark  Mettrick 
stated  that  he  hoped  that  his  team  would  “continue  to  grow 
and  build  on  last  season’s  success.

Withafinal  record  ofl  6-4,  the  2004  season  was  the  best  yet  for 
the  Women’s  Soccer  team.  By  the  end  of  the  season,  the  team 
had  set  five  school  records.  Loyola  ended  the  season  with  a 
record  16  wins,  13  consecutive  victories,  160  points,  and  59  goals. 
The  hard  work  and  dedication  that  began  in  the  early  August  pre- 
season was  beneficial  throughout  the  season,  especially  in  No- 
vember as  they  won  theirfifth  consecutive  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic 
Conference  title.  For  the  fourth  successive  year,  the  Greyhounds 
found  themselves  in  the  first  round  of  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

FYom  the  beginning  of  the  season,  there  v/ere  high  expecta- 
tions forteam.  “Ourstaffbeiieves  that  the  difference  makers  need 
to  be  mentality  and  personnel,”  said  Head  Coachjoe  Maiilia.  “The 
mentality  of  this  team  continues  to  grow  and  will  be  felt  as  our 
players  mature.  As  for  personnel,  this  fall  will  showcase  the 
strongest  group  of  talent  the  program  has  ever  seen.  We  need  to 
be  able  to  pull  all  of  this  together.”

With  a determined  senior  class  leading  the  Greyhounds,  they 
were  confident  going  into  the  season.  The  first  seven  non- 
conference games  were  expected  to  be  a challenge.  The  team 
played  competitively  and  won  four  of  the  seven  games.  They 
faced  three  teams  which  were  nationally  ranked  in  the  top  25  and 
battled  all  three  in  thrilling  games. 

The  challenging  out-of-conference  games  prepared  the  team 
for  the  competition  they  would  face  within  the  MAAC.  Loyola 
went  undefeated  and  allowed  only  one  goal  in  their  nine  confer- 
ence games.  The  team  challenged  themselves  and  played  another 
out-of-conference  game  against  American  University.  They  won 
the  game,  with  the  Greyhounds  scoring  five  goals  and  the  Eagles 
none.  Heading  into  the  MAAC  Tournament,  Loyola  was  seeded 
first  as  they  were  the  regular  season  MAAC  Champions.  In  the 
semi-finals,  Loyola  defeated  fourth-seeded  Iona.  Inthefinals,they 
faced  second-seeded  Rider  and  though  scoreless  at  half-time, 
Loyola  dominated  the  game  and  defeated  Rider  to  again  earn  the 
title  of  MAAC  Champions.  By  winning  this  title,  the  team  earned 
a birth  in  the  NCAA  College  Cup.  In  the  first  round,  they  faced  the 
University  of  Maryland.  The  Greyhounds  delivered  a valiant  effort. 
Maryland  defeated  them,  ending  Loyola’s  remarkable  season.

Swimming  to  Success

Loyola’s  swimming  and  diving  teams  both  had 
successful  2004-2005  seasons.  Highlights  of  the 
regular  season  included  the  women’s  victory  over 
Hopkins  and  the  men’s  victory  over  the  University  of 
Delaware,  both  first-time  wins  in  school  history.  The 
Hounds  started  off  their  strong  season  with  wins  on 
the  road  against  Fairfield  and  Providence.  The 
winning  streak  continued  as  the  women  won  the 
Thomas  Murphy  Invitational  while  the  men  came  in  a 
close  second. 

During  the  winter  break,  the  Hounds  traveled  to 
Florida  for  their  annual  winter  training.  This  intense 
training  continued  throughout  the  entire  month  of 
January,  as  the  swimmers  practiced  twice  a day,  every 
day.  Each  practice  was  demanding,  designed  to  lead 
up  to  a gradual  taper  in  February  for  the  MAAC 
Championship. 

Loyola’s  state-of-the-art  Fitness  and  Aquatic 
Center  annually  hosts  the  MAAC  swimming  and 
diving  championship.  The  10  MAAC  swim  teams 
travel  to  Baltimore  every  year  to  compete  in  this 
championship.  This  year  the  Hounds  proved  to  be 
more  competitive  with  Rider  and  Marist,  as  both  the 
women’s  and  men’s  teams  placed  third. 

The  MAAC  was  marked  by  many  individual 
Greyhound  accomplishments.  The  Loyola  women 
broke  12  records,  while  the  men  broke  7.  Senior 
Marko  Turcinov  was  awarded  MAAC  swimmer  of  the 
year  for  the  second  consecutive  year  while  Head 
Coach  Brian  Loeffler  was  named  the  women’s  Coach 
of  the  Year.  Also,  Loyola  had  18  swimmers  named  to 
the  MAAC  all-academic  team,  which  was  the  most 
impressive  number  in  the  conference.

After  completing  one  of  the  worst  seasons  in  college 
basketball  history,  the  Loyola  men’s  team  needed  a 
change.  Enterjimmy  Patsos.  Upon  taking  over  as  head 
coach  ofthe  Greyhounds  in  2004,  Coach  Patsos  brought 
with  him  a new  attitude,  a new  athletics  logo,  and  a new 
enthusiasm  that  had  been  absent  from  Reitz  Arena  for 
almost  a decade.  All  of  these  positive  forces  helped 
push  the  Hounds  to  six  wins  this  season — one  victory 
more  than  the  team  had  over  the  last  two  seasons 
combined. 

To  generate  excitement  at  the  start  ofthe  season, 
Patsos  and  all  the  players  went  through  the  residence 
halls  handingoutoverl,200t-shirts.  Students  responded 
by  regularly  packing  Reitz  Arena,  which  had  become  a 
desolate  venue  for  games  in  recent  years.  The  Grey- 
hounds, energized  by  the  enormous  support  from  their 
fans,  upset  MAAC  favorite  Niagara  in  their  first  confer- 
ence home  game  ofthe  season. 

“That’s  when  I saw  that  this  place  could  be  a really 
great  job,  when  I saw  that  culture  from  the  students’ 
perspective,”  Patsos  said.  “I  think  we  have  the  best 
student  fans  in  the  MAAC,  and  that’s  a credit  to  them.” 

“ljustthoughtourstudents  needed  to  see  hope,”  said 
Martin  Kelly,  assistant  athletic  director  in  charge  of 
external  affairs.  “And  I think  in  Jimmy  they  perceived 
hope.” 

Although  Loyola  was  defeated  by  Manhattan  in  the 
first  round  ofthe  MAAC  Tournament,  the  players  were 
able  to  hold  their  heads  high  and  be  proud  of  all  that 
they  accomplished  this  year.  Many  members  of  the 
Loyola  community  had  already  begun  looking  forward 
to  next  season,  as  the  future  of  the  men’s  basketball 
program  appeared  to  be  very  bright. 

Near  the  end  ofthe  season.  Coach  Patsos  spoke  of 
his  first  year  at  the  Evergreen  campus.  “ [The  season 
was]  tremendous  because  ofthe  people  here  at  Loyola. 
This  is  a tremendous  place,  and  I want  to  win  for  the 
whole  community.  [We  will  continue]  to  move  on  with 
a positive  attitude  and  continue  to  do  what  makes  this 
such  a special  place.”

The  2004-2005  season  looked  promising  for  the  Lady 
Hounds.  Last  year’s  14-15  team  returned  with  the  addi- 
tion of  lone  freshman  Tynisha  Davis.  With  the  advantage 
of  having  familiar  faces,  the  Lady  Hounds  were  ranked 
number  one  in  a preseason  league  poll.

Floor 
General  Krystle  Harrington  lead  the  team  with  her  court 
vision  and  decision  making;  she  made  her  teammates  rise 
to  the  challenge.

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THE  j^zz  and  Justice  coffeehouse  included  a perfor- 
mance by  the  bat«fc«f^avier  Cole.  The  concert  was 
given  in  hbnor  of  the  late  (and  great)  Father  Hartley, 
who  was  the  moderator  of  the  JUSTICE  Club. 
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Loyola  College  lost  the  beloved  Father  Harold 
‘Hap”  Ridley  unexpectedly  on  January  18,  2005.  His 
leath  was  a great  shock  to  the  Loyola  campus,  as 
well  as  to  the  leaders  throughout  the  greater 
Baltimore  area.  According  to  the  president  of 
i/lount  Saint  Mary's  College,  Dr.  Thomas  Powell, 
‘Ridley’s  death  was  a blow  to  Catholic  education 
hroughout  the  region.”  Father  Ridley  served  as  a 
;onfidant  to  the  leaders  of  area  colleges.  Known 
or  his  ability  to  think  clearly,  he  had  a profound 
nfluence  on  the  direction  of  Catholic  higher 
;ducation  in  the  Baltimore  area  over  the  past 
Jecade. 

Though  Father  Ridley  was  such  an  influential 
;haracter,  he  remained  very  much  a part  of  the 
-oyola  community.  Often,  one  could  spot  him 
exercising  at  the  Fitness  and  Aquatic  Center, 
iheering  on  the  sidelines  of  a lacrosse  game, 
ittending  a lecture,  or  simply  walking  about  the 
eampus.  Father  Ridley  entered  a room  with  a 
:ertain  presence  that  cannot  be  attributed  solely  to 
lis  stature;  his  charisma  and  outgoing  personality, 
ilong  with  his  wide  variety  of  interests,  ranging 
fom  sports  to  the  well-being  of  the  students, 
acuity,  and  staff,  made  him  a friendly  addition  to 
fie  many  events  he  attended.  He  had  a strong 
sassion  for  English  literature,  a subject  he  taught 


for  several  decades  before  coming  to  Loyola. 

Father  Ridley  was  the  driving  force  behind  some 
of  the  most  dramatic  changes  in  the  recent  history 
of  the  college.  According  to  Governor  Robert 
Ehrlich,  he  “propelled  Loyola  College  from  a local 
college  to  a distinguished  center  of  learning  and 
achievement.”  Linder  Father  Ridley’s  leadership, 
undergraduate  applications  saw  a nearly  65  percent 
increase.  In  addition,  the  academic  quality  of  the 
entering  classes  consistently  increased.  New 
graduate  centers  at  Timonium  and  Columbia  were 
constructed  while  the  main  campus  also  saw  an 
unprecedented  construction  and  renovation 
program  that  included  the  construction  of  the 
Fitness  and  Aquatic  Center,  the  Sellinger  School  of 
Business  and  Management,  and  the  renovation  of 
the  Donnelly  Science  Center,  Maryland  Hall,  and 
residence  halls. 

To  honor  the  memory  of  Father  Ridley,  the 
Green  and  Grey  Society  coordinated  a service  in 
which  students,  faculty,  and  staff  had  the  opportu- 
nity to  share  their  thoughts  and  feelings.  At  the 
conclusion  of  this  service,  there  was  a candlelit 
procession  from  McGuire  Hall  to  Arminger  House, 
Father  Ridley’s  residence,  while  the  student  band 
Geary  for  President  performed  Jimmy  Eat  World’s  “ 
Hear  You  Me.”  Father  Ridley  bid  on  a private 


performance  from  this  band  at  the  2004  Project 
Mexico  auction,  and  though  he  won,  never  had  an 
opportunity  to  redeem  his  prize. 

A few  days  later,  the  college  community 
gathered  along  with  friends  and  family  of  Father 
Ridley  for  a Mass  of  Remembrance.  This  service, 
held  in  a packed  Reitz  Arena,  was  particularly 
moving  as  fellow  Jesuits  and  family  members  shared 
emotional  eulogies  and  personal  insights.  The 
following  day,  a Mass  of  Christian  burial  was 
celebrated  at  the  Cathedral  of  Mary  Our  Queen  by 
Bishop  William,  Cardinal  Keeler,  and  over  60  Jesuits 
concelebrating. 

Even  though  “ Hap”  is  no  longer  physically  with 
us,  his  memory  lives  on.  The  Class  of  2005  chose 
to  honor  his  legacy  with  their  senior  class  gift, 
installing  a painting  of  the  “Madonna  and  Child”  and 
a Marian  shrine  in  the  Alumni  Memorial  Chapel. 
Before  his  death,  Ridley  identified  the  painting  by  a 
contemporary  South  African  artist  as  something 
that  he  wanted  to  purchase  for  the  chapel.  After  his 
death,  the  painting  was  donated  to  the  school  by  its 
owner.  This  shrine  would  be  a physical  reminder  of 
his  life.  As  our  president,  as  our  mentor,  as  our 
leader,  as  our  friend.  Father  Ridley  personally 
touched  the  hearts  and  lives  of  those  he  loved  in 
profound  ways. 
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For  nearly  Haifa  century,  archivist  and  professor 
emeritus  of  history  Nicholas  Varga  chronicled  what 
it  meant  to  study,  live,  and  love  Loyola  College. 
Born  in  New  Jersey  in  1925,  he  enlisted  in  the  Army 
after  graduating  high  school  and  was  decorated  for 
his  courageous  efforts  in  World  War  II.  Follwing  his 
service  to  the  military.  Dr.  Varga  graduated  cum 
laude  from  Boston  College  and  continued  his 
studies,  earning  a master’s  degree  in  history  the 
next  year  and  a doctorate  from  Fordham  University 
in  later  years.  Fie  came  to  Loyola  as  a professor  in 
1955,  becoming  the  archivist  in  1977,  and  taught 
through  1992,  when  he  retired  but  continued  in  his 
capacity  as  the  repository  and  the  guardian  of  the 
college’s  memory.  After  almost  50  years  at  Loyola, 
Dr.  Varga  died  on  January  18,  2005  at  the  age  of  80. 

Usually  found  in  the  office  of  the  archives  that  he 
established  at  Loyola,  Dr.  Varga  seemed  to 


personify  a college  academic;  white-haired  with 
thick  glasses,  corduroys,  and  tweed  jackets.  Flaving 
taught  many  generations  of  students  the  elements 
of  serious  historical  study,  he  strove  to  impart  not 
merely  the  facts,  but  a technique  of  thought  with 
which  to  draw  conclusions.  Fie  loved  history  and 
he  loved  teaching,  known  for  his  intense  curiousity 
and  his  exuberance  on  the  many  subjects  with 
which  he  was  acquainted;  he  had  a story  about 
everything  and  everyone. 

Dedicated  to  preserving  the  history  of  both 
Maryland  at  large  and  the  college’s  presence  within 
that  context.  Dr.  Varga  collected  and  organized 
years  of  records,  thousands  of  photographs,  and 
other  assorted  memorobilia  that  belonged  to  the 
memory  of  the  institution.  After  extensive  research, 
he  published  the  comprehensive  history  of  Loyola 
in  1990,  Baltimore’s  Loyola,  Loyola’s  Baltimore. 


This  history  grew  from  both  his  exhaustive  compila- 
tions as  well  as  his  first-hand  observation  and 
participation  in  the  shaping  of  the  college.  His 
influence  could  be  felt  well  beyond  just  this  book; 
he  had  designed  the  school’s  official  seal  and 
written  Loyola’s  motto,  “Strong  Truths  Well  Lived,” 
though  he  liked  to  joke  about  changing  it  to  “Strong 
Booze,  Well  Swilled.” 

He  continued  to  perform  his  job  as  archivist 
through  several  bouts  of  illness,  and  his  dedicated 
work  in  this  role  will  not  be  forgotten.  He  received 
the  Andrew  White  Medal  in  2001,  among  many 
other  awards  throughout  his  lifetime  for  scholastic 
excellence.  A Mass  of  Remebrance  was  held  in  the 
Alumni  Memorial  Chapel  Saturday,  January  29,  and 
his  Byzantine  Rite  funeral  followed  later  that  week. 
Dr.  Varga’s  legacy  will  forever  remain  a part  of 
Loyola’s  history. 


Chaplain  Skpty  Jiaffleif,  SJ. 


A Baltimore  native,  a Loyola  College  alumnus,  a 
devoted  advocate  for  the  materially  poor,  and  our 
hardworking  chaplain.  Father  Greg  Hartley  died  of  a 
heart  attack  on  January  23, 2005.  Before  being 
ordained  in  1986  as  a Jesuit,  he  studied  philosophy 
and  theology  at  Loyola  College,  Fordham  Univer- 
sity, and  the  Jesuit  School  of  Theology  at  Berkeley. 
This  background  and  Father  Hartley’s  innate 
curiosity  led  him  to  spend  a year  in  Germany  at  a 
Zen  training  center.  He  was  fascinated  by  the  many 
connections  between  Christianity  and  Zen- 
Buddhism.  Joining  the  campus  ministry  staff  in 
1998,  he  quickly  became  involved  in  the  JUSTICE 
club,  the  Fair  Trade  movement,  Zen  Meditation  on 
Thursday  nights  in  Campion,  and  the  daily  lives  of 
students  and  faculty  alike. 

His  spontaneity  and  youthful  energy  made  him  a 
welcoming  soul.  In  constant  pursuit  of  his  passions. 


Father  Hartley  spent  time  with  students  at  his 
favorite  jazz  bars  and  vegetarian  restaurants.  “He 
was  the  most  totally  free  human  being  you  could 
ever  meet,”  said  Father  Ceinzer.  By  embracing  his 
own  quirks,  he  helped  those  around  him  become 
more  accepting  of  themselves  and  their  worlds,  but 
without  compromising  high  ideals.  Occassionally 
breaking  into  song  during  his  homilies.  Father 
Hartley  enjoyed  relating  everyday  life  to  theological 
thoughts.  He  encouraged  students  to  be  still,  to  be 
aware,  and  to  pray. 

One  of  the  most  attentive  and  enthusiastic 
listeners  on  this  campus,  he  was  always  genuinely 
interested  in  the  lives  and  thoughts  of  others.  A 
staunch  advocate  for  peace.  Father  Hartley  was  also 
often  found  at  rallies  and  vigils,  deep  in  conversa- 
tion with  fellow  activists.  His  dedication  to  social 
justice  issues  and  the  integrity  of  humanity  was 


obvious  in  the  way  he  lived  his  life  and  the  diversity 
of  his  interactions. 

His  welcoming  spirit  and  honest  originality  were 
celebrated  at  a special  Thursday  night  Evensong 
and  Coffeehouse,  where  members  of  the  commu- 
nity were  invited  to  speak  about  the  influence  he 
had  on  their  lives.  This  touching  display  ended  in  a 
tribute  to  his  life.  “When  the  Saints  Go  Marching  In” 
was  performed,  a little  offbeat  and  with  some  of 
the  wrong  words,  just  the  way  Father  Hartley  would 
have  done  it  — and  the  entire  congregation  joined 
in  singing  and  dancing  to  celebrate  the  time  he  was 
able  to  spend  among  us.  His  funeral  mass  took 
place  in  the  Alumni  Memorial  Chapel  the  following 
Saturday.  His  carefree  presence  and  powerful 
energy  will  be  missed  in  the  quiet  moments  on  this 
campus,  and  in  those  moments  we  can  recognize 
the  blessings  he  brought  to  our  lives.

The  Loyola  College  rowingteam  picked  up  where 
it  left  off  last  season  with  the  return  of  11  athletes  each 
from  both  the  men’s  and  women’s  teams.  During  the 
spring  of  2005,  the  squad  had  unprecedented  suc- 
cess at  the  Knecht  Cup  and  the  Dad  Vail  Regattas.  At 
the  Mid-Atlantic  Athletic  Conference  Championship, 
the  women’s  team  placed  first,  ahead  of  perennial 
favorite  Marist  College.  The  capstone  performance  of 
the  spring  was  a 23rd  place  finish  in  the  IRA  National 
Championships  by  the  Men’s  Novice  Four. 

In  the  fall  of  2004,  the  women’s  team  was  led  by 
JuniorCaptain  Courtney  Toms,  while  the  men’s  team 
was  led  by  Senior  Co-Captain  Will  Farrell  and  Junior 
Co-Captain  RobertVon  Hagen.  Complementingthe 
experience  ofthe  varsity  teams,  the  men’s  and  women’s 
novice  crews  added  over  60  athletes. 

One  ofthe  major  accomplishments  ofthe  fall  was 
the  women’s  Varsity  Four  race  at  the  Head  of  the 
Charles  Regatta  in  Boston.  On  the  2.5  mile  course,  the 
women’s  team  stroked  the  boat  to  an  11th  place  finish 
out  of  42  teams.  The  men’s  College  Eight  utilized  the 
speed  ofthe  underclassmen  with  three  sophomores, 
three  freshmen,  and  freshman  coxswain  Natalie 
Schiavone.  Farrell  and  Von  Hagen  rounded  out  the 
line-up  as  the  stroke  pair.  The  men  finished  in  36th 
place  out  of  45  teams. 

Hard  work  paid  off  with  solid  performances  at  the 
2005  MAAC  Championships.  En  route  to  a second 
place  finish  overall,  the  men’s  team  had  first  place 
finishes  in  the  Varsity  Pair,  the  Varsity  Lightweight 
Fourand  the  Novice  Lightweight  Four.  The  women’s 
team  earned  their  second  consecutive  MAAC  Cham- 
pionship with  first  place  finishes  in  the  Varsity  Pair,  the 
Varsity  Lightweight  Four  and  the  Novice  Eight.  In 
addition  to  the  women’s  team  title.  Coach  Ramirez 
was  also  honored  by  receiving  his  second  MAAC 
Coach  ofthe  Year  award.

The  Loyola  College  men’s  tennis  team  completed  the 
2004-2005  season  with  a 10-12  record  and  a fifth  place 
finish  in  the  MAAC  Championship  played  atthe  US  Open 
in  Flushing  Meadows,  NY. 

Thisyear’steam  was  led  byseniorco-captainsandfour 
year  starters  Nick  Bowers  and  Dan  Schiemel.  Bowers 
ended  his  Creyhound  career  with  42  singles  wins  and  50 
doubles  wins.  He  was  also  selected  twice  to  the  Ali-MAAC 
Academic  Team.  Bowers  and  number  one  sophomore 
singles  player  T revor  McDonough  accomplished  10  vic- 
tories in  number  one  doubles.  Bowers  and  Schiemel 
shared  the  team’s  Most  Dedicated  Award  atthe  Athletic 
Awards  Banquet.  Schiemel  accumulated  46  career  colle- 
giate triumphs  in  singles  competition  in  addition  to  his  50 
career  doubles  wins.  This  year,  he  accomplished  10 
victories  thisyearat  numberthree  doubles  with  freshman 
Ben  Epstein. 

In  hisfirstyearofcollegiate  competition,  McDonough 
earned  the  top  spot  in  the  singles  line-up  and  capped  his 
yearwith  the  second  most  wins  on  the  team.  T earned  with 
Bowers,  they  gained  10  victories  at  number  one  doubles. 
McDonough,  along  with  freshman  Ben  Epstein,  was 
voted  co-MVP  by  the  team. 

The  newerteam  members  played  an  important  role  in 
the  Greyhound’s  success  this  season  as  sophomorejohn 
Curran  and  freshmen  Scott  Cannon,  Chad  Morrow,  and 
Rob  Palliser  all  contributed  significantly.  Curran  com- 
peted at  numberfive  singles  forthe  second  year  in  a row.

The  Loyola  College  women’s  tennis  team  completed 
the  2005  season  with  a 10-9  record  and  a third  place  finish 
in  the  MAAC  Championship,  played  at  the  US  Open  in 
Flushing  Meadows,  NY.  This  was  the  26*  consecutive 
winning  season  for  the  women’s  program. 

This  year’s  squad  was  comprised  of  veteran  players  led 
by  senior  captain  Claire  Najour.  Competing  at  the  num- 
ber five  singles  position,  Najour  collected  the  most  wins 
to  give  her  a career  record  of  55-26.  This  ranked  her  11th 
on  the  Loyola  All-Time  wins  list.  She  and  her  partner  led 
the  team  with  11  victories  at  number  three  doubles.  This 
gave  Najour  a 56-20  career  mark  and  placed  her  seventh 
on  the  All-Time  wins  list.  Najour  was  voted  the  Most 
Dedicated  Player  at  the  Athletic  Awards  Banquet. 

Three  juniors  helped  solidify  the  line-up.  Amy  Nitch 
moved  from  number  four  last  year  to  the  top  spot  and 
recorded  nine  wins.  Nitch  was  voted  the  team’s  MVP.  Her 
53  career  wins  ranked  her  13th  on  Loyola’s  All-Time  list. 
Nitch  was  teamed  up  with  her  classmate Jessica  Liberatore 
in  doubles  for  the  third  straight  year.  Together,  they  have 
36  career  wins  and  a 17-6  MAAC  mark.  Liberatore  added 
nine  wins  at  the  number  two  position  for  a career  singles 
total  of  51  and  a 19-5  MAAC  record. 

Stefanie  Clay,  in  her  second  year  of  competition,  won 
the  third  highest  total  of  wins  with  11  at  the  number  six 
spot.  She  teamed  with  Najour  at  number  three  doubles  to 
tally  11  more  victories  with  a 6-2  MAAC  record. 

T wo  new  additions  made  immediate  impacts  at  Loyola. 
Christie  Lazar,  a sophomore  transfer  from  UConn,  had 
the  second  most  wins  playing  at  number  four  singles. 
Lazar  and  freshman  Meaghan  McKenna  prevailed  six 
times  at  number  two  doubles.  McKenna  earned  ten 
victories  at  number  three  singles  in  her  first  year  of 
collegiate  competition. 

Senior  Caitlin  LaRocco  added  a solid  season  to  the 
end  of  her  four-year  career  and  made  the  best  of  her 
opportunities.  LaRocco  served  as  president  of  Loyola’s 
Student  Athletic  Academic  Committee.  Rounding  out  the 
squad  were  freshmen  Mallory  Tarca  and  Janet  Reuter  and 
sophomore  Amanda  Wilhelm.

The  car  ride  to  graduation  put  a knot  in  my  stomach.  It  was  rush  hour,  and  83  was  filled  with 
locals  on  their  way  to  work  alongside  hundreds  of  cars  with  New  Jersey,  New  York,  and 
Permsylvania  license  plates  attempting  to  find  1st  Mariner  Arena.  Finally  arriving  at  Camden 
Yards  to  park,  my  friend  and  1 found  out  that  we  had  to  pay  for  parking,  but  neither  of  us  had 
cash.  After  begging  and  pleading  to  no  avail,  we  scraped  together  eight  dollars  in  mostly 
change,  and  braved  the  rain  to  wait  for  the  shuttle  to  the  arena,  which,  like  many  about-to-be- 
graduates,  was  also  stuck  in  rush  hour  traffic. 

I made  it  to  the  arena  with  approximately  seven  minutes  to  spare  and  was  overwhelmed  by 
the  amount  of  people  scurrying  about.

I began  to  reflect  on  the  past 
four  years  and  lamented  many  things  — I could  have  been  more  involved,  maybe  gotten  to 
know  more  professors  or  worked  to  improve  my  grades.  But  as  1 looked  around  at  the  smiling 
faces  of  aU  my  friends,  I realized  that  1 had  it  all.  In  four  short  years,  I had  not  only  received  an 
excellent  education,  but  had  fuUy  developed  as  a person  within  a community  of  friends  — 
friends  that  will  last  forever.
